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India is a land * of religions. Numerous religions 
have taken their birth here, have flourished for some ages 
and have either completely disappeared or become trans- 
formed into new forms. Of the several religious systems 
which have thus played their part in the history of Indian 
thought and life, Saivism and Vaisnavism stand out more 
prominently than others. They are the two religions 
which have succeeded in establishing their domain over 
the entire Hindu race and in influencing Indian thought 
for several centuries. They are, to-day, the two great 
living religions of India with numerous subsects under 
them. 

A study of some of the statuettes discovered in the heap 
of the ruins at Mohenjodaro by Sir John Marshall and others 
and the conclusions drawn therefrom have emboldened 
several scholars to advance the view that Saivism was the 
more ancient of the two religions and that itwas, perhaps, 
€Ee very faith which was current among the people of the 
north long before the advent of the Aryans, quite indepen- 
dent of the Vedic faith. Some scholars see a casual 
reference to this indigenous faith in *' Sisnadeyah" men- 
tioned in the Rgveda, on the ground that the worship of 
the phallus or lingam, forms one of the chief characteristics 
of the later-day Saivism. The word, " Sisnadevah," no 
doubt, occurs twice in the Rgveda. In one passage Indra 
is prayed to see that the <c Sisnadevah" do not disturb the 
Vedic rites, while in another he is said to have conquered 
the riches of the city after putting to death, " Sisnadevah." 
Scholars are not agreed as to the exact meaning of the 
word, '* Sisnadevah. ' There is, further, no definite evidence 
to show in what form the followers of this early faith worship- 
ped their deity. According to modern scholars there is 
also no clear evidence for the existence of idol worship any- 
where in the Veda and it is difficult to say when image 
worship came into vogue in India. Siva might have had 
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his own forms. But ifc cannot be said that Siva was always 
worshipped by his followers in his phallic form. He is 
sometimes worshipped in human form with the phallic 
emblem and sometimes without it. There are several 
sculptural representations of Siva in human form. This 
disproves the view that Siva's worship began with the 
phallic worship though it had some association with the 
phallic emblem, which lends support, to some extent, to 
the view that Siva worship developed outside the pale of 
vedic ritualism. 

According to some scholars, the worship of Siva is 
associated with the vratyas, who were considered to be 
nomadic people, not definitely belonging to the Aryan group. 
It is difficult to say whether they were the natives of the 
soil, professing the Saiva faith or another group of foreigners 
who came and settled in India like the Aryans, if the 
Aryan invasion theory is accepted. There is one full 
chapter in the Atharvaveda in praise of the 'vratya.' The 
sacrificer has to obtain the permission of the 'vratya' who 
happens to be at his house at the time of the sacrificial 
offering, though the 'vratya' himself is described to be above 
the sacrifice. The 'vratyas' may, therefore, be considered as 
an independent group of people quite opposed to vedic, 
ritualism and professing a different faith altogether. 
This will explain why the word 'vratya,' in later literature, 
came to have a contemptuous significance and strengthens 
the view that, in the Vedic period, there were two currents 
of thought, one entirely depending on the Vedas and the 
vedic rites and another, which is often described as " non- 
ritualistic" and popular, quite opposed to vedic ritualism 
and its rigid caste system, with its own body of sacred 
texts. 

The prevalence of the conflicting views in Indian 
Literature about the relationship between the Agamas and 
the Vedas lends further support to the existence of the two 
currents of thought. The Saiva school of thought seems 
to have had its own sacred texts for its authority, quite 
different from the Vedas. These texts are known as Saiva 
Agamas. The word, Agama, means that which has come, 
either from tradition or from the highest god-head, Siva 



himself. They are, therefore, as authoritative as the Vedas 
and preach a doctrine very much opposed to vedic ritual- 
ism. They can be studied by persons of all castes while 
the study of the Vedas is restricted to the first three castes. 
According to another view, the Agamic systems developed 
out of the Brahmanas in the same way as the Upanishads 
and some of the later Upanishads like the Svetasvatara 
(Upanishad), which address the supreme Brahman under a 
sectarian title, grew up probably, under the shadow of the 
Agamas. There is yet another view, according to which, 
the Agamas are directly derived from the Vedas and consi- 
dered as texts written to interpret the abstract teachings of 
the Upanishads. The existence of such conflicting views 
leads to the inference that there have been persistent 
attempts at reconciling the two opposing tendencies which 
actually exist. Such great thinkers as Tirumular, §ri- 
kantha and Kamanuja have, as a matter of fact, attempted 
to reconcile the two currents of thought : Vedic and 
Agamic. 

An early attempt at reconciling the two opposing 
tendencies may be seen in the identification of the 
supreme deity of the Saivites with the Vedic god, Rudra. 
The name Siva, seldom occurs in the Rgveda; but 
the name Rudra appears several times. Rudra is described 
in some of the hymns 'as discharging shafts- which run 
about in heaven and the earth, and as possessing weapons 
which would slay men and cattle'. He is, sometimes, 
identified with the fire god, Agni, and conceived of as a 
malevolent deity whose destructive shafts, the source of 
discontent and death to men and beasts, the worshipper by 
his entreaties tries to avert. ' He is the god of the storm3. 
Everything horrible and terrible is connected with him 
and he is often regarded as the lord and the cause of 
everything that is evil. But this is only one side of 
his nature. There is also his benevolent side. He is 
the bestower of food and property, the protector of cattle, 
the invincible god, who guards men against disease, and 
a divine physician. He thus confers wealth and welfare 
on those that seek his refuge and chastises those that 
do evil to his devotees. He is, therefore, never a god of 
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evil only but a god of benevolence also ; 'a saviour of 
men, the lord of the world, and the augmentator of 
progeny ;' this double aspect of the Vedic deity, Rudra, 
must have led to the identification of Siva with him. 
Siva is a name for Rudra in the later Vajasaneyi Samhita, 
the Aitareya and the Sankhyayana Brahmanas. But a 
complete identification of Siva with Rudra actually appears 
very late in the Vedic period in the Svetasvatara 
Upanishad. Siva is, no longer, the god of the non- 
Aryans. He is the Rudra of the Vedic pantheon. He 
is the Brahman of the Upanishads. He is 'the creator and 
supporter of the gods'. " He dwells in the hearts of all 
beings ; he is all-pervading and therefore, Omnipresent ". 
He is a deity to be worshipped by all Aryans who are 
acquainted with Vedic rituals and traditions. 

This monotheistic Saivism with Siva as the supreme 
god-head, which was already found mixed up with the 
monism of the Upanishads, survived the attacks of the two 
powerful religions, Jainism and Buddhism. It seems to 
have influenced, to some extent, the Mahayana school of 
Buddhism and to have been influenced also by Buddhism. 

Early Saivism appears to have branched off into 
several schools. Ramanuja refers to two extreme sects of 
Siva-worshippers : the Kapalikas and the Kalamukhas. 
Madhava in his Sarvadarsanasangraha describes the tenets of 
the schools of Nakulisa, Saiva and Pratyabhijna. The exact 
origin and development of these schools of thought and 
how they are related to one another are still shrouded in 
mystery. The most powerful of these schools are the Kashmir 
Saivism of the north and the Siddhanta of the south. 

Kashmir Saivism, known as the Trika system or the 
Pratyabhijna system, is said to have made its first appear- 
ance in Kashmir at the beginning of the 9th Century A.D. 
Its literature falls into three divisions : The Agamasastra 
the SpandaSastra, and the Pratyabhijnasastra. The 
Agamasastra is based on a set of tantras, such as the 
Malinivijaya, Svacchanda, Siddhayogisvart, Vijnana- 
bhairavi, and Mpgendra; and its teaching is dualistic. 
The Siva sutrasi on which the other sutras are based teach 
Monism. 



The traditional story about the origin of the system is 
interesting. We are told that the Agamas are but the divine 
speech and as such, eternally exist like the Vedas. They 
only appear and reappear at the divine will. The sages 
who were in possession of the tantra tradition, retired to 
places inaccessible to ordinary men and the people of the 
land were, therefore, in utter darkness about the Saiva 
tradition for some time. Once Srikantha or Siva, while 
roaming over Mount Kailasa, saw and pitied the condition 
of the human beings sunk in spiritual darkness and 
instructed the sage Durvasas, to revive the Saivagama 
teaching. The sage divided the Agamas into three classes 
and imparted their knowledge to his three mind-born sons, 
Tryambaka, Amardaka and Srinatha. 

The monistic teaching was confided by him to Tryam- 
baka. He was charged with the mission of spreading it. But 
the first historic name in the field is Vasugupta, who gave a 
systematic form to the floating philosophical ideas of the 
school. According to the tradition recorded by Ksemaraja 
in his SivasutravimarsinI, Vasugupta is said to have 
revealed to the public, the Sivasutras he had , found in- 
scribed on a boulder to which he had been directed by Siva 
in a dream. These Sivasutras form the bedrock of the 
system. Several commentaries have been written on it, 
the most important of them being that by Ksemaraja. 
Another work of importance attributed to Vasugupta is 
the Spandakarika, which is commented upon by Kallafca, a 
contemporary of Avantivarman, who is said to have lived 
between 856—883 A.D. 

Next to him is Somananda who really presented the 
doctrine in a reasoned philosophic form in his Sivadrstf. 
It was he who first taught the easier path of Pratya- 
bhijna for the attainment of the highest ideal of life. His 
son Utpala wrote the Isvarapratyabijfia-karika and its 
vrtti. It is from this that the system began to be known 
as the Pratyabhijna system. Pratyabhijfia means recog- 
nition. He who recognises, according to the propounded 
doctrine, that his true self is identical with Siva and the 
world, attains mukti. The greatest teacher who pro- 
pounded the system and established it on firm foundations 
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is Abfemav&gupta, pupil of Laksmanagupta, who is the 
son and disciple of Utpala. He was a versatile genius. 
He has written several works on tantra, poetics, and 
Saivism. Over 80 works have been ascribed to hiin. But 
the most important of them are the Tantraloka, which is 
based on the Malinivijayatantra, the Loeana, a commentary 
on Dhvanyaloka, and the Abhinavabharati, a commentary 
on the Natyasastra of Bharata. 

The aim of this system, like that of every other system 
of Indian Philosophy, is to explain the nature of the ulti- 
mate reality and the means for attaining the highest ideal 
of life. The human soul struggles for freedom from the 
bondage of Samsara. It has caught itself in a mesh 
through ignorance of its true nature. It is only the light 
of true knowledge of the self that will remove the veil of 
ignorance. According to this system, Siva or strictly 
Paramasiva is the ultimate reality. All the varieties of 
experience, which are only his emanations or Abhasas, are 
real and identical with him. Siva sends forth the Uni- 
verse out of himself by his own free will or svatantrya, 
imparts existence to it and draws it back again into 
himself. The world is, in reality, nothing but the psychi- 
cal life of the ' All-soul ', projected outward or 'the objecti- 
fied content of the consciousness of the divine soul '. 
Siva aWakens ; the world of phenomena, potentially latent, 
becoins patent. He is awake ; the world exists. He goes 
to sleep; the world is drawn back into himself and dis- 
appears. He is asleep ; the world rests in him in a 
potential form. Siva is thus the cause as well as the 
effect. He is the efficient as well as the material cause of 
the 'Universe. 1 He is the innermost soul in everything 
and is called caitanya, Parasamvit, Paramesvara, Siva or 
Paramasiva. He is immanent as Well as transcendent. 
The Universe, with "air its variety, is but a manifestation 
of his immanent aspect, which is called Sakti, and which 
is noff in any way different from' or independent of Parama- 
siva, but is identical with him. It is, so to say, his 
creative power and has several aspects, chief of them being 
©it, ananda, iccha; jiiana and kriya. The infinite variety of 
things 1 and ibeings d! 'the Universe, which is thus, a 
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manifestation or expansion of the power of Paramasiva 
himself by his " Svatantrya, " is built up by " tattvas " which 
are thirty -six in number, twenty -five of which, from Purusa 
to Prakyti, are takenfrom the Sankhya, ten from the Agamas, 
and one, viz., Maya, is adopted from the Advaita Vedanta. 
This manifestation of Paramasiva is broadly divided into 
Suddhadhvan or the pure order and Asuddhadhvan or the 
impure order. The five states or stages of the universal 
experience of Paramasiva, corresponding to the five acts of 
cit, ananda, iccha, jnana and kriya, belong to the pure 
order and the states of the finite individual experience to 
the impure order, "as the principle or factor which comes 
into manifestation as the first product of the order and 
which dominates the rest is Maya." This Maya is a 
force of obscuration and is an aspect of the divine sakti. 
Its chief function is to obscure and thereby limit the 
experience in regard to the true nature of the experienced 
and the experiencer. It is Maya that is responsible for the 
appearance of the universal self as innumerable finite selves 
quite ignorant of their real nature (Svarupanyathakhyati). 
These finite selves wrapped up in the five kancukas, kala,- 
vidya, raga, kala and niyati, are known as Purusas. They 
are the souls affected by the three malas, Anava, karma 
and maytya. It is at the dawn of true knowledge, i. e., 
when the individual recognises that his true self is identi- 
cal with Paramasiva, that he becomes liberated. This 
light come s from yoga, mantra,diksa or spirit u al instru ction 
and also~sometimes, by (iod's grace or anugraha or sakti- 
pata. This is but a brief exposition of the Kashmiri Saivism. 
More elaborate accounts of it are found in, ' The Kashmi- 
rian Saivism, ' by J. C. Cnatterji, and in "Abhinavagupta — 
a historical and philosophical study, " by K. 0. Pandey. 

The other school, which is dualisticand is known 
as ' Siddhanta, ' is formed out of the dvaita and the dvaita* 
advaita teachings of the sage Durvasas to his two other 
sons and has for its authority twenty-eight Agamas, ten 
of the dvaita and 18 of the dvaitadvaita. This school is 
identical with the Saiva school mentioned in the Sarva- 
darsanasangraha of Madhavacarya, as it follows the mixed 
authority of the 28 tantras, ten of the Saiva group 



and 18 of the Rudra group. It quotes the Mrgendra and 
the Kaniika Agamas as authorities. It is perhaps this 
system that has migrated to the south and appeared there 
in several forms. 

According to the traditions of the south, Lord Siva is 
said to have directly taught the Siddhanta to Skanda and 
Nandi and anointed them as acaryas. The traditions 
established by both the acaryas were kept up by two 
distinct groups of teachers or guruparamparas, known res- 
pectively as the Skandaparampara and the Nandiparampara. 
Jnanasivacarya, author of the present work, belongs to 
the Skandaparampara. It is said that what Siva taught 
directly to Skanda was taught by him to Vamadeva ; who, 
in turn, taught it to Nilakanthasivacarya. From him, the 
teachings passed on to Vis ves vara ; thence to Sadasiva 
SivacSrya. They were then taught to Sivamangaprakasa 
who confided them ; in turn, to Sivagrayogi, who lived in a 
mutt in Adityapuram or Arkavanam, worshipping Nata- 
raja with Sivakamasundarl and Kalahastisvara and taught 
the Siddhanta to his disciples. Jnanasivacarya, the author 
of this work, left his home, immediately he had become 
sufficiently educated, in quest of a ' guru ' under whom he 
could study the Siddhanta and attain the Summum Bonum 
of life. He approached Sivakolunde6ivacarya and fell 
at his feet. The teacher, carried away by the devotion and 
learning of the pupil, admitted him to his order and con- 
ferred on him the title, Sivagrayogi. Jnanasivacarya lived 
in the latter half of the 16th century A.D., as he himself says 
in one of his works, Sannyasapaddhati, which, according to 
his own statement, he wrote at the time when Sada&iva- 
raya of the Karnatak, and Accyutaraya of Tanjore were 
ruling. Besides the Saivaparibhasa, and the Sannyasa- 
paddhati, he has written the Kriyadipika, Sivagnanabodhiya 
laghutlka, Sivajnanabodhlya sivagrabhasya. He has also 
translated into Tamil, the Sarvajnanottaragama, the Devi 
kalottaragama, and Srutisuktimalika of Haradattacarya. 

The present work is a commentajry^on the.tHfilxe 
Sutras oi^vainaha^ocfHam 6TU eykondadeva and is known 
as Sftiyabhasj^or o^j&garmnasa. The author has mter- 
pretedTlEe sutras, following strictly the Jnanap&da. of 
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the Agamas, especially of the Pauskara and the Mrgendra. 
as "is evidenced by" the profuse quotations from these 
Agamas found in every chapter of the work. 

Philosophy is .an inquiry into the nature of the 
ultimate for the attainment of the highest end of life. Puru- 
sarthas or the ends of human endevour are four : Dharma, 
Artha, Kama and Moksa. But the ultimate end, accord- 
ing to Indian systems, is Moksa or the liberation of 
the soul from the cycle of births and deaths or samsara. 
This is reached only when the soul comes to know its 
true nature, the nature of the world in which it lives 
and the nature of the Ultimate Reality or God as well 
as the exact relations that exist between itself and the 
world, and between itself and the Ultimate Reality. Thus 
a clear and perfect knowledge of the true nature of the 
Lord of the Universe or Pati, the individual soul or Pasu, 
and the world of things that binds the individual soul or 
Pasa, is absolutely essential. This knowledge can be 
obtained by means of the Pramanas. Here the book 
opens with an inquiry into the nature and number of 
the Pramanas or instruments of valid knowledge. The 
next three chapters are devoted to the study of the nature 
and number of Prameyas or objects of knowledge and 
the last chapter to the description of Mukti or final release. 

Pramanas, according to the author of the work, are only 
three : Pratyaksa or perception, Anumana or inference and 
Sabdaor verbal testimony. Pramana is defined as atmacit- 
Sakti, the power of consciousness of the soul. It is not con- 
sidered different from Prama or valid knowledge. It should, 
however, be distinguished from samsaya or doubt, bhrama or 
error and smpti or memory. This citsakti is the Cognition 
or the apprehension (bodha) of the objects of reality- It 
leads to the acceptance or rejection of things apprehended. 
The same citsakti becomes the cogniser or Pramata, if it is 
not vitiated, and is directed towards itself, and the instru- 
ment or Pramana, if it is vitiated by vidya, raga etc., 
and is directed towards objects. 

Of the three pramanas, pratyaksa is defined as direct 
knowledge, Saksatkariprama. It is of two kinds : Indeter- 
minate or nirvikalpaka, and Determinate or savikalpaka. 
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Indeterminate perception is mere apprehension of the object, 
free from conceptual determinations. It cannot be express- 
ed by word or concept. Determinate perception is 
predicative knowledge or knowledge which admits of des- 
criptions by name, class, etc. This perception is also classi- 
fied as Indriyapratyaksa or cognition by the senses, manasa 
pratyaksa or cognition by the mind and citpratyaksa, 
known also as Aparoksajnana, which is intuitive knowledge 
or direct knowledge by the soul without the mediation of 
the senses and the mind. 

Anumana or inference is the cognition of an object, not 
actually present before the cogniser, by the knowledge of 
invariable concomitance or vyaptiniscaya. It is of two 
kinds : Svartha or for one's self and Pararfcha, for others ; 
the former is for one's own instruction ; while the latter 
is for the instruction of others, i.e., the method of communi- 
cating knowledge to others by means of a syllogism, 
consisting of five members as in the Nyaya Bystem. The 
hetu or reason, which forms one of the five members of this 
syllogism is either drstasadhana or adrstasadhana according 
as the thing inferred is perceivable by the senses (aksa- 
yogya) or not perceivable by them. According to another 
classification, based on the way in which the hetu is 
related to the sadhya or major term, the hetu is of three 
kinds: Anvayavyatireki, that which is related to the 
major, both positively and negatively ; Kevalanvayi, or that 
which is positively related to the major ; and Kevalavyati- 
reki, or that which is negatively related. Every reason, to 
be valid, should be related to the minor term or paksa 
(paksadharmatva), be distributively related to the major or 
be present in all homogeneous instances in which the major 
exists (sapaksesatva) and be absent in all heterogeneous 
instances in which the major is absent (vipakse asatva). 
It should not aim at establishing contradictory objects or 
lead to contradictory conclusions. The anvayavyatireki 
alone satisfies all the conditions. If the reason fails to 
satisfy any one of the conditions set forth above, 
it is to be regarded as a fallacious reason or 
hefcvabhasa (apparent reason). There are, according 
to this system, fallacies of the hetu or reason as 
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well as of the drstanta or example. They are enumerated 
and explained with suitable examples. Besides, the 
•various forms of fallacies which are connected with the 
art of debate, known as cchala or the fallacy of ambiguity, 
jati or the fallacy of irrelevance, and nigrahasthana or the 
fallacy due either to misunderstanding or want of understand- 
ing the position of the opponent in a debate are 
explained with examples. 

Sabda or verbal testimony, which is the other 
pramana accepted by the system, is valid knowledge 
derived from the statements of a trustworthy person who 
sees things as they are and always speaks the truth. The 
words in such statements should imply one another 
(akanksa), express compatible ideas and be proximate to one 
another (sannidhi) and convey the intention of the speaker. 
Sabda is of two kinds : Vaidika or sacred and Laukika or 
secular. The vaidika is the utterance of Sadasiva : it is the 
Veda and the saivagama. 

The nature of Pati or the Lord, one of the three 
ultimate categories accepted by the Siddhanta on the 
authority of the Raurava Agama, is discussed in the next 
chapter. Pati is only the shortened form of Pasupati. 
He is the Lord of the Pasus or the individual souls. He 
is constituted of self-luminous knowledge and bliss. He is 
one, eternal, absolute, free and of sovereign will. He is 
also known as Hara. The three gods, Brahma, Visnu and 
Rudra, are merely his agents, through whom he exercises 
his powers. He is all pervasive, free from the malas and 
is the paratattva or the transcendent reality. His existence 
is established by the Vedas and the Againas as well as by 
inference. He is the author of the well-known paiica- 
krtyas or five acts, the first four of which constitute the 
cosmic process of srsti or creation, sthiti or maintenance, 
samhara or withdrawing, and vilaya or disappearance or 
concealment, and the fifth is anugraha or the act of grace 
by which the Lord promotes the salvation of human 
beings. He is the creator of the world. He is 'sakta',when 
he is in a state of repose or tatastha ; ' udyukta ', 
when he intends to create; and * pravrtta', when he 
actually begins to create. He creates the world by means 
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of his sakti which eternally exists in him. Knowledge, 
will and action are only different aspects of his sakti. This 
One creator appears in nine forms. Four of them, viz., Siva, 
fiakti, nada and bindu are known as niskalas, i.e., free from 
limitations ; four others, Mahesvara, Rudra, Visnu, Brahma 
are sakalas or creators with limited powers ; the remaining 
one, Sadasiva is sakalaniskala as his powers are limited as 
well as without limitations. Two of these nine, are the 
forms of Sakti, and the remaining seven are the forms of 
Siva. This Pasupati is, in truth, formless. He takes 
forms, out of grace, for the salvation of the human souls in 
bondage. He creates the changing world ; but he himself 
does not undergo any change. He is the material as well 
as the efficient cause of the Universe. The world comes 
into being by his very presence or sannidhi spontaneously, 
just as the lotas blooms, the utpala flower closes its petals, 
the butter becomes liquid, and the muddy water gets dry in 
the presence of the sun. The process of creation is not 
one of parinama or complete and substantial transforma- 
tion as the milk changes into curds ; or of arambha as the 
cloth comes into being by the weaving together of various 
threads ; or of samiaha or assembling as the hairs of the 
chamarl are assembled together to form a chowrie ; or of 
vivarta, false like a mirage ; but vritti or change of state 
as a serpent moving crooked becomes straight. The world 
is only a vrtti of Maya which is suddha as well as 
asuddha and is presided over by Siva, who is self-luminous 
or svayamprakasa. 

The third chapter is devoted to the description of the 
nature of the individual soul. The pasu or the individual 
soul is not different from pati, in that he is also pure intelli- 
gence or cidrupa. He is entirely different from the 
material body in which he resides, from the senses, the vital 
air, and the buddhi. He is eternal and not momentary as 
regarded by some. He is pure intelligence and also an 
active agent unlike the purusa of the Safikhya. He is not 
a stream of consciousness as accepted by a section of the 
Buddhists; nor does consciousness come to him and 
reside in him as an attribute. He is all- pervasive. He is 
neither atomic nor takes the shape of the body* in which h e 
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resides. He is not one, but many. He is really sarvajna 
(of unlimited knowledge), like the pati, but kincidjna 
(of particular or limited knowledge) as his intelligence and 
power are concealed eternally by the apavamala. He has 
three avasthas or states : kevala, sakala, and Suddha. In the 
kevala state, he is hidden in the anava and has no activity 
of any kind ; in the sakala state, he becomes united with 
the body and the senses and his intelligence, etc., begin to 
play through the aid of the physical faculties ; and in the 
suddha state, good and evil become balanced, the grace of 
God falls on him. He dow gets the guru's blessings and is 
free from the three malas. He ceases to be finite in 
intelligence, and becoming omniscient, he realises his 
oneness with Siva. 

The individual soul, which has three states, which ie 
all- pervasive, and which has its intelligence and powei 
concealed by the anavamala is called pasu. It is of three 
kinds: sakala, pralayakala, and vijnanakala, Sakala is the 
living being whose cognitive power or drksakti is obstructed 
by all the three malas, anava, maylya and karma. 
Pralayakala is one whose organs or kala, have been 
destroyed in the dissolution of the world? whose karmas of 
the impure path or asuddhadhva have been destroyed 
either by enjoyment or by purificatory acts (prayascitta) 
by spiritual instructions (Dlksa); and who has control 
over the organs which fetter him to the world by the 
actions of the mixed path or misradhva, the fruit of which 
he will have to enjoy. He is affected by the two malas : 
anava and karma. The vijnanakala is one who has burnt up 
all karmas and is free from bondage (kala) ; but in whom 
the anavamala alone, which hides the drksakti, remains. 
The sakala belongs to the asuddhadhva or the impure path, 
the pralayakala to the mixed and the Vijnanakala to the 
path below the suddhavidya. The adhvans^or paths are 
considered impure on account of the predominance of 
duality. 

The nature of Pasa is described in the next chapter. 
Pas"a is denned as that which obstructs the manifestations 
of Sivananda (sivanandabhivyakti). It is the bond which 
limits the powers of the human soul, obstructs its activities, 
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keeps it off from the supreme soul and prevents it from 
expressing itself in its true glory. It is of five kinds : 
anava, tirodhayakasakti, bindu, maya, and karma. All of 
them except the tirodhayakasakti, which is cidrupa are 
jada or inert and insentient. The tirodhayakasakti is 
also regarded as pasa since it favours or promotes bondage 
(pasanugrahaka). Anavamala is the limiting impurity that 
transforms the soul, which is vibhu or all-pervasive into 
anu or finite atom. It prevents the soul from manifesting 
its drksakti and kriyasakti. It is the evil of individuation. 
Its existence is not directly known by the senses, but is 
inferred. Tt is this dirt that makes the soul which is by 
nature sarvajiia, a kincidjiia, of limited knowledge. It is 
not mere ignorance or ajnana. It is not an attribute, but 
a substance with infinite potency like fire. If it were an 
attribute, it would have remained permanently in the soul 
and continued even in mukti. It is in every soul from time 
immemorial (anadi) and is different from raga or attach- 
ment, karma or act and maya or the primary cause of all 
limited manifestations. It is a substance which is never 
separated from the soul and looks like an attribute which 
inheres in a substance. It is of seven kinds, according as 
it gives rise in the soul to moha, raga, visada, tapa, 
vaicitrya or sdsa. 

The next pasa is bindu. It is also known as kunda- 
linl. It is the assumed power or parigrahasakti of the Lord. 
The laya, and the other states of Siva as well as the 
bondage and liberation of the Rudras are in bindu. It is 
different from maya. It is also logos or pure word and is 
of four kinds : suksma or subtle, pasyanti or seeing, i.e., the 
universe in the first stage of development, the undifferen- 
tiated form ; madhyama or middle stage ; and vaikari or the 
empirical stage. The subtle is in the suddhadhva, the 
sthula in the misradhva, and the sthulalaya in the 
aSuddhadhva. From bindu emerge the five tattvas : siva, 
6akti, sadasiva. Isvara and suddhavidya. The subtle state 
of the world is in the Sivatattva. It is named Sivatattva, 
since the presiding tattva is Siva. Its vikara or mode is 
the saktitattva- The pa&yanti abides here. Sadasivatattva 
is the vikara or the mode of Sivatattva. Here abides the 
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madhyamavac. Isvaratattva is the vikara of sadaslva- 
tattva and the vidyatattva, the vikara of Isvaratattva. 
These tattvas belong to the suddhadhva or the pure path 
and are not bandhaka, i.e., they do not limit the soul as 
much as the tattvas of the asuddhadhva or impure path do, 
since there is no karma. The soul enjoys in this state not 
pleasure as well as pain, but pleasure alone. 

Maya is the immanent cause of all the tattvas com- 
mencing from Kali, and ending with earth. It is 
called maya, since the cosmos comes out of it and goes back 
to it. It is one, eternal, all-pervading, inert, and the root 
cause of the world. Its power is varied. It is as real as 
the world, which is its product. It is the abode of karma 
in praiaya. 

The last of the malas is Karma. It is that which 
makes the human souls enjoy pleasure and suffer pain. 
It is different from prakrti and its product, buddhi which 
are only objects of enjoyment (bhogya). It is of three kinds 
according as the cause of it is thought, word, or deed. 
The consequence of such acts, as pleasure and pain are 
classified as adhyatmika, adhibhautika, and adhidaivika 
and the acts themselves as laukika or secular, vaidika or 
sacred, adhyatmika, adhimargika and mantra. Karma is 
considered as pasa since it begets pleasure and pain. 

Maya is the immanent cause of all the 31 tattvas begin- 
ing from Kala. There is however, some difference of 
opinion regarding the order in which these tattvas come 
into being. A description of the tattvas in the order 
accepted by Sivagrayogi, the author of this work, is given 
below. The first evolute, if we may so call it, is kala or 
time. It is limitation in respect of duration. It restricts 
the soul's enjoyement to a certain period of time. It is 
broadly divided as the period of creation or srs$ikala, the 
period of maintenance or sthitikala, and the period of 
withdrawal or samhara kala. It is not one but many. It is 
insentient and impermanent because it comes into being 
and disappears or dies out. The next direct evolute of 
maya is Niyati or that tattva which brings about harmony 
and order in the working of karma and in the enjoyments 
of the fruits of karma by the souls in bondage. Kala in 
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the power which brings into play the soul's conative powers, 
(kriyaiakti). It removes only a part of the mala of the 
individual according to his karma. The Vidyatatva which 
induces the individual souls to come into contact with the 
objects of the world, arises out of Kala. The infinitude of 
knowledge is contracted into finite knowledge by Kala (part) 
Raga is attachment to wordly objects, actuated by a desire 
to enjoy pleasure. Purusa is the individual soul or the 
subjective element in the mortal frame of prakrti or matter 
and its evolutes. He is the enjoyer of the objective world 
of prakrti. The seven tattvas from maya to purusa are 
pure as well as impure (Suddhasuddha) and belong to what 
is known as Bhojayitr kanda since they induce the soul to 
enjoy or promote its enjoyement as distinguished from the 
prerakakanda or the directive part and the bhogyakan^a 
or the part consisting of the objects of enjoyment. 

Prakrti or matter, which is the immanent cause of the 
tatfcavas beginning from the three gunas, sattva, rajas, and 
tamas, arises out of kala by the sudden disturbance or 
ksobha of SrikanthaSakti. The next evolute or tattya, 
viz citta, comes into being when the three guuas combine 
disproportionately. It is also called guna, avyakta, and 
mahat. From citta arises buddhi by the predominance 
of sattva and the subordination of rajas and tamas. It is 
either discriminative or non-discriminative. The samskaras 
or the impressions of one's acts reside in the discriminative 
or adhyavasayini buddhi. From buddhi comes ahankara or 
the egoism in man. The movements of the vital airs in 
the material body depend on its activity. It is of three 
kinds, Jivana, which sustains the five vital airs, samram- 
bha or volition and garva or pride. This ahankara is, again 
classified, according to the predominance of the guoas as 
sattvika or taijasa, vaikarika or rajasa, and tamasa or 
bhutadi, the seed of the subtle elements. From taijasa 
arise the mind and the five cognitive senses or Jfianendri- 
yas.* ear, eye, nose, toDgue and the skin with their distinc- 
tive objects of perception, such as sound, form, smell, taste, 
and touch. From the Vaikarika arise the five karmendriyas 
the conative senses and from the tamasa, the five subtle 
elements or tanmatras which give rise to the five gross 
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elements of ether air, light, water and earth. It is through 
the material body, built out of these thirty-one tattavas 
from kala, that the human soul, enjoys the life of the 
world. The soul, as soon as it leaves this mortal frame, 
does not remain without a body. It lives in a subtle body 
known as the Puryastaka, consisting of the five tanmatras, 
manas, buddhi, and ahankara and moves to the other 
worlds. 

The fifth or the final chapter of the work is devoted to 
the exposition of the nature of the ultimate goal of human 
endeavour and the method of attaining it. The human 
soul, freed from the shackles or pasas enumerated and descri- 
bed above, becomes one with siva and attains mukti or 
liberation which is characterised as the emergence of a 
state in which the soul enjoys Sivananda or the blessed 
ness of divine communion. This mukti or liberation does 
not come to the soul either suddenly or without any effort. 
But it comes gradually by proper discipline and purification 
of one's own conduct. When the karma, good as well as 
bad, becomes balanced and mala becomes sufficiently ripe 
to fall off, the paramesvarasakti or the Lord's grace falls 
on him. This suddenly rouses his consciousness and creates 
in him an active interest in knowing the good, (Sreyas) 
He immediately realises the bad effects of sensuous objects 
and becomes detached. He runs to the guru in quest of 
the good and obtains. frjojn_MmJhe sjimayadiksa^r the 
spiritual ins truction. He, then engages himself in looking 
alter the garden dedicated to Siva, dusting and cleaning the 
Siva shrines, plucking and gathering flowers for the 
worship of Siva, rendering free services to the devotees of 
Siva, wearing rudraksa, tripundra and smearing his body 
with ashes. This way of life heightens, to some extent, 
the anugrahasakti which was at a low pitch to start with. 
He begins to perform the worship of 6iva and to study the 
agamas with increased faith. He is initiated into the 
visesadiksa. He now performs the Sivapuja and the 
duties enjoined in the Agamas and the Vedas. The Sakti- 
pata becomes further heightened. The inquirer begins to 
inquire into the meaning of the agama text which he has 
read. He is then initiated into the Nirvanadiksa which 
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annihilates the aceumnlated karma that impedes the attain- 
ment of real knowledge. He learns from the guru that the 
kincidjnatva or limited knowledge is due to karmamala and 
the real nature of the soul is sarvajnatva or unlimited 
knowledge. He now begins to meditate deeply upon 
this truth. A knowledge of the true nature of the soul 
emerges out of the incessant practice of meditation and as 
a result of the mercy of the spiritual teacher. He is, at 
this state, free from mala. But he cannot give up this 
physical frame on account of the prarabdhakarma. He 
really knows the highest truth and need not, therefore, 
perform acts which bring about that true knowledge. Yet 
he does perform acts which the common people do ; but he 
is not affected by the results of such acts like them. He 
does not experience either pain or pleasure. He lives on 
in this state till he is freed from the fetters of 
prarabdhakarma, and attains the bliss of union with Siva, 
which is one, suprasensuous (alaukika), and transcends 
definition and description, as the mala and the karma 
which bring in limitation to the soul have disappeared and 
the maya has ceased to operate. This is mukti or 
deliverance. It is the summum bonum of life. It is the 
"return from the becoming of samsara to the being of 
the absolute." 

The conception of this final deliverance or parama- 
mukti differs with each system of Indian thought. 
According to the carvakas, it is the annihilation of the physi- 
cal body which is the root cause of misery. But mere removal 
or destruction of the cause of misery cannot itself be the 
ultimate end of life; for annihilation or destruction is 
negative while mukti is something positive, which the 
human soul longs to enjoy. If the body is dissolved and 
the soul is not different from the body, who is there to 
enjoy the release or mukti ? The Sankhyas hold that 
bondage is the conjunction of matter or pvakrti and the 
soul or purusa ; and mukti is their disjunction -it is a 
state of kaivalya, the soul remaining alone. It is also a 
negative state of riddance of evil ; not/the enjoyment of 
any positive bliss. The conception of the Naiyayikas is 
likewise negative. It is complete destruction of all that is

evil. Consciousness, which is also a special attribute of the 
soul, comes to it and disappears in mukti. The soul then 
remains like a dead stone without consciousness. How 
can this be considered as a purusartha ? The Jains, on 
the other hand, explain mukti as the severance of the 
soul from the soilure of karma and the entry of the soul 
to endless perfection. The soul, which is light, has become 
burdened with the weighty karma. It becomes free and 
ascends to higher regions of perfection when it is severed 
from karma. But this is only an ascent and not an 
attainment. The view of the Pauranikas that mukti is the 
attainment of the state of Brahma, Visnu, Rudra or Indra 
is also not acceptable as the state attained is not permanent, 
but only temporary. The human soul is likely to return 
to its old state after a certain period of enjoyment of a 
better state. Mukti is not, as some maintain, the attain* 
ment of a state in which the human soul becomes similar 
to the supreme soul. This similarity or sivasamya may 
be either by utpatti or origination, by samkranti or transfer, 
by samavesa or pervasion, or by abhivyakti or emergence. 
The qualities such as sarvajnatva, which are natural to 
6iva or the supreme soul, come to the individual soul in 
mukti and the finite self appears thereby, similar to the 
infinite self. This view is not acceptable, as the physical 
frame or the apparatus for generating this infinite con- 
sciousness is absent in mukti and as it reduces the state of 
mukti to that of lower ends such as svarga. Nor can it be 
maintained that similarity is due to the transference of the 
qualities of the supreme soul to the individual soul even as 
the fragrance of musk enters into a cloth. The qualities 
of the infinite self do not pass into the finite self. Nor is 
this similarity due to ' aveSa ', as the self would be without 
freedom and be like one possessed by evil spirits (bhuta vista). 
Finally the view that similarity which was latent in the 
individual soul emerges in mukti, bristles with difficulties. 
If the individual soul is similar to the supreme soul in 
mukti, it is no longer dependent on the supreme soul. 
Then the supreme soul, cannot be regarded as the lord of 
all (sarveivara) and the individual soul will have to be 
regarded as the creator of the universe like the supreme 
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soul. The individual soul becomes completely identical 
with the supreme soul as there is nothing to differentiate 
them. The mukta will then be, not identical with Siva, 
but Siva himself. This is absurd. Mukti is, therefore, 
denned as the experience of the bliss of Siva. Consequent 
on the realisation of the truth that the individual soul is 
not different from siva, but one with Him, the individual 
soul does not merge itself in the All-soul and lose its 
individuality as the waters of the rivers are lost in the 
ocean. It is in the All-soul, as an attribute is in the 
substance, and experiences Sivananda, when the identity 
which is latent manifests itself by the removal of the dirts, 
as the clear water of a pool comes to light by the removal 
of the aquatic plant (Saivala). 

This edition of the text is based on three manuscripts. 
One of them is a palm-leaf manuscript belonging to the Insti- 
tute. It is in grantha script and is incomplete. It ends 
with the fourth chapter. The other is a copy belonging to 
the Adyar Library, Madras. It also contains only the first 
four chapters and is not very much different from the copy of 
the Institute. The editing of the text was started with the 
collation of these two manuscripts. Later a Tamil tran- 
slation of the full text was also secured. Belying on this 
scanty material, a correct text of the work to the end of the 
fourth chapter was made ready for the press. Accidentally, 
while going through the preface to the Tattvaprakasa of 
Bhojadeva, published by the Saivaparipalana Sangha of 
Devakote, I came across a note that the Sangha had in its 
collections, the Sanskrit text as well as the Tamil transla- 
tion of Saivaparibhasa and had arranged for their publica- 
tion. Immediately I wrote to the Secretary of the Sangha 
requesting him to intimate the stage at which the publica- 
tion of the work stood and whether it was possible to lend 
the manuscript copy of the Sanskrit text if the publication 
of the work had not yet materialised. The Secretary was 
pleased to reply as follows : — " Publication of the work has 
been delayed due to paper scarcity. Though as per rules 
of the Sangha no book has been lent out till now, still consi- 
dering the great object, viz., the publication of the work 
and your request from high quarters. I am sending the 
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manuscript of Saivaparibhasa. Your library, under the 
patronage of a great State, can publish rare oriental manu- 
scripts without being lost to the world". I am very grateful 
to the Secretary for his generous and ready response and 
acknowledge the very valuable and timely help rendered by 
him and the Sangha in lending the complete copy of the 
work, The editors' task became very easy. The whole 
work was revised with the help of this third manuscript 
and sent to press for printing. I am thankful to the 
Director of the Adyar Library for kindly lending the 
manuscript copy of his library. I cannot close this preface 
without recording my grateful thanks to Sri D. S. Guru- 
basavappa, B.sc, Senior Asst. Director of the Government 
Branch Press, Mysore, for the special interest he has taken 
in seeing the work through the press.
